CONSECRATED TO RELIGION. 


DEDICATION OF THE CATHEDRAL OE 
THE BLESSED SACRAMENT. 


T he C erem ony W itnessed by an Im m en se 
T h ro n g —F a th e r B o u c h ard ’s 
E loquent Serm on. 


The Cathedral of the Most Blessed Sacra­ 
m ent, just finished in this city by Right 
Rev. Bishop Manogue—and which has 
been quite fully described in the R ecobih 
Union—was dedicated yesterday in the 
presence of a great concourse of citizens 
and members of the Catholic clergy. Long 
before the hour fixed upon for the com­ 
m encem ent of the exercises an immense 
throng of people assembled in the vicinity 
of the cathedral, at Eleventh and K streets, 
and swarmed upon the broad steps leading 
up to the three m ain front entrances. 
There was a long and tedions delay in 
opening the doors w hile awaiting 
the 
arrival of large delegations of members of 
the Young Men s Institutes of Marysville 
and Grass Valley. 
B ut the' people waited 
and suffered for two long hours, so great 
was the desire to see and hear the ceremo­ 
nies attendant upon the dedication of the 
noble structure, the interior of which but 
few had seen. 
A t 11 o’clock the visitors, escorted by the 
local Institutes and the First Artillery 
Band, reached the building, when the door 
of one of the entrances was opened. The 
first admitted were the young girl members 
of the Society of the Children of Mary, who, 
entered in double file, carrying beautiful 
banners, and led bv their President, Miss 
Louise Conrad. They were assigned to 
seats on the left-hand side of the cathedral. 
Then followed the precession of the 
clergy, num bering twenty-seven, headed 
by Bishop Manogue, with the sanctuary 
boys (twenty-two in num ber) leading the 
way and dressed in their treat robes of 
white, with purple capes. 
The procession 
moved slowly up the central aisle, while 
the organ, in the loft above the main en­ 
trance and under the skillful m anipulation, 
of Mrs. G. E. Brand, pealed forth in sonor­ 
ous toues a solemn march. 
Ail of the 
clergy, except five v;ho closely attended 
the Bishop, took seats ou either side of the 
altar, and the boys were seated just within 
the chancel-rail. 
Bishop Manogue wore 
elegant pontifical vestments of a light 
golden hue, as did also F ather Grace, the 
Deacon, and Father H anpts, the sub-Dea­ 
con. 
The two other assistants were the 
Very Rev. Father Lynch, and 
Father 
Hynes, of W oodland, the latter officiating 
as Master of Ceremonies. 
Among the vis­ 
iting clergymen were the Superior of the 
Jesuit Order. Very Rev. Father Sasia, aud 
four others of that Order, a representation 
from the Dominicans, and beside those 
already mentioned, the Very Rev. Father 
Dalton, Rev. Tanham , Coleman, Tormev, 
Quinn, Kennedy, 
Scanian, McSweeney, 
McNally, King and others. 
The dedication ceremony, proper, was 
brief and very simple, and was conducted 
by the Bishop in front of the altar, at­ 
tended by his five assistants. At the con- 
ciusion thereof the Bishop (with the two 
Deacons) and led by the sanctuary boys, 
descended to the main floor and made the 
ci rcuit of the hall, repeating prayers and 
sprinkling with holy water the walls. 
Then the doors were thrown open to the 
m ultitude, and in less than a m inute every 
seat in the vast church was filled, as were 
also the aisles, the vestibule and the steps 
leading up to the altars. 
Then the pontifical high mass was com­ 
menced, and the special choir of thirty 
voices was heard for the first time. 
During the singing of the mass (“F arm ­ 
ers,” in B flat) the Italian m ilitary com­ 
pany fired several salvos outside the church. 
The soloists at both m orning and evening 
services were : Mrs. Coppersmith aud M’-s. 
Kinross, sopranos; Misses Pullm an, Shee­ 
han. Scaniker, altos; Messrs. It. Cohn and 
II. Blair, tenors, and Mr. Genshlea. bass 
During the progress of the mass and 
while the Bishop was not him self at the 
altar he occupied a seat on the north side 
of the inclosure, near the chancel-rail, sur­ 
rounded by his assistants. 
W hen the 
tim e for the sermon was reached, a priest 
escorted 
the orator, 
Father Bouchard, 
acrcss the cathedral to where the Bishop 
sat. The aged missionary prelate knelt 
reverenlly betore his Grace, who placed 
his hand upon the silvered head of Father 
Bouchard and gave him his blessing. The 
latter I hen, with the grace of a courtier, 
raised the Bishop’s hand in his, and gently 
bending forward kissed it reverently, after 
which he rose and was led across to the 
pulpit, which he ascended alone. After 
m aking a few announcem ents, he entered 
upon the delivery o f his sermon in clear, 
loud and well-modulated tones. 
Father 
Bouchard is known far and wide for his 
piety, learning and grace of language, and 
he was listened to with deep interest. The 
ease with which he was heard, even to the 
utm ost lim its of the cathedral, showed 
that the acoustic properties of the structure 
are excellent. Following is 


TH E DEDICATOR!- SERMON. 
** This is no other, but the house of God and 
the gate of Heaven.”—Genesis, x v iii, 17. 
My brethren, you have no doubt heard or 
read with what pomp and S p le n d o r Solomon 
and his people dedicated the grand and m atch­ 
less temple of Jerusalem to the thrice holy and 
immortal Jehovah. A vast multitude of Jews, 
from the entrance of Emath to the river of 
Egypt, and all of Israel, with their King at their 
head, stood before the Lord during fourteen 
days; all the ancients with the princes of the 
tribes and the heads of the lamilies. were as­ 
sembled to Kiug Solomon in Jerusalem, that 
they might carry the ark of the covenant of 
the Lord out of the city of David—aud all the 
ancients and priests took up the ark and carried 
it and the tabernacle o f the covenant, and all 
the vessels of the sanctuary, and brought it un­ 
to its place, into the oracle of the temple, into 
the holy ol holies, under the wings of the ehru- 
bim; and they sacrificed sheep and oxen, that 
could not be counted, or numbered, two and 
twenty thousand, and a hundred and twenty 
thousand sheep. In this manner, the King of 
the children of Israel dedicated the temple of 
the Lord; and when the feast was over, Solo­ 
mon sent away the peop'e, and they blessed 
the King, and went to their dwellings* rejoicing 
and glad in heart, ior all the good things that 
the Lord had done for David, his servant, and 
tor Israel, his people. 
A similar solemnity 
has summoned 
together, ou 
this occasion. 
Bishops, priests and people; the old and the 
\young: the beads of families aud their ehil- 
;dren: all of whom have assembled here ti wit­ 
ness the dedication of this new and beautiful 
temple to the Ixtrd our Go<l in the most blessed 
and adorable sacrament. Nowonder, brethren, 
tlrtt. like the Jews of old, your hearts should 
expand with holy joy, and your countenances 
reflect the buoyant gladness of vour souls, on 
seeing the completion of a new temple, which 
is to be used in the worship and adoration of 
your God in the most blessed sacrament. 
No wonder you should rejoice at seeing a new 
sanctuary built to religion ami to piety, where 
you, and your children, and your children's 
children, will daily come to offer up your sacri­ 
fices and prayers; and daily draw down those 
wholesome aud necessary blessings u|>on your­ 
selves and them, which God dcsigDs In His 
mercy to dispeuse to you within the sacred pre­ 
cincts of this temple, just dedicated to His 
glory. For, brethren, the building which the 
indefatigable zoal ol your worthy Bishop and 
pastors, and your own piety have'reared to the 
Lord, is no ordinary dwelling; “ it is no other 
but the house of God and the gate of heaven.’’ 
To our Catholic churches, much more than to 
the temple of Jerusalem, are applicable the 
words which God spoke to Solomon after he had 
finished that magnificent aud m at/hless monu­ 
ment oi his piety: ”1 have chosen and sanctified 
this place to myself, that my name mav lie there 
forever; my eyes aud roy heart shall be there 
always : mv eyes shall be open and my ears at­ 
tentive to lh° prayers of him who shall pray in 
this temple.” for, peerless os was the temple 
ol the Jews, it was, after all, no more than a 
prophetic type of what our own material 
churches should one day be, And. truly, breth­ 
ren, what was all the physical grandeur of the 
temple of Jerusalem compared with the spirit­ 
ual beauty of the smallest and humblest of our 
town and country churches, which that physi­ 
cal beauty emblemed and typified ? What was its 
length of three-score, its breadth of tHenty, and 
its hleht of thirty cubits, compared with the 
length and breadth and liight of God, who 
deigns daily to fill our lowliest sanctuaries with 
his personal presence? What were its hewen- 
.«tones. so thoroughly finished that there was 
neither hammer nor ax nor anv tool of iron 
heard in the house when it was' in building, 
compared with the finish of those living tem­ 
ples of the Holy Ghost, the souls of the just, 
whom He perfects here by the noiseless and 
mysterious operations of His grace, until they 
become fit stones for the walls of that heavenlv 
Jeras9lem of which our church is the earthly 
type and figure ? What were those roofs, cov­ 
ered with cedar and planks of fir; what the 
oracle, overlaid with the purest gold, compared 
with the souls of worshipers, adorned with the 
robe of 
baptismal innocence and 
shining 
with the light of charity, diffused through 
hearts purified in the sacrament ol penance 
and deified, in a certain sense, by the sacra­ 
ment of the altar. What were those cherubim, 
hewn out of the olive tree, and stretching forth 


their lengthy wings from the midst of the inner 
temple to the walls thereof; or standing out 
aud coming forth from the wall? Wnat were 
those carvings aud representations of palm aud 
setim-woqd compared with that ho-t of im­ 
mortal spirits who tremblingly bend belore our 
sacred mysteries, and veiling with adoring awe 
their glowing faces with their wiugs, deem 
themseives unworthy to look upon the fullness 
of the glory which their Lord and Master con­ 
ceals under the consecrated species of bread 
and wine. 
But why contrast type with anti-tvpe; shadow 
with reality? While the latter aloue presents 
such varied and significant subjects for re­ 
flection ' Pass in snir.t trom the entrante to the 
sanctuary, trom the door to the altar of this 
beautiful church Hnd observe how every object 
is fraught with spiritual meanings, suggestive 
of holy thoughts and aspirations to God. There 
is the smaller, or larger steeple lifting its taper­ 
ing form h:gh above the surrounding edifices ■ 
pointing the worshiper to that Heaven whither 
he aspires, and saving to him in silent speech : 
’’Upward, child of tears: yonder is thv lather's 
house.” 
Far beyond those clouds is the haven 
of thy rest; the goal of all thy fondest hopes. 
Like me, rise superior to the world beneath ; 
leave behind thee the dust of earth, and center 
thy affections there, whete they of right belong.’ 
Then comes the belfry, with its deep toned 
aud thrill tongued bell, whose voice ol God 
calls to 
watchfulness 
and 
prayer. 
Now­ 
it performs Gabriel's chosen part, ami at 
dawn oi day, a: d when the sun is in his 
zenith ; ami, again, when he sinks beneath the 
horizon, to leuve the weary world to sweet 
repose, it tells how an humble virgin con­ 
ceived and brought forth the Emanuel, Ihe God 
with us ; and how He dwells among us, full of 
grace and truth : auou, it calls to the early 
mass, bidding the 
faithiul to unite their 
spiritual offering with the priest oi G d, as he 
stands at the altar, raising his eyes to the cruci­ 
fix, and presenting iu his own name, aud in the 
name of the Church, the bread and wine, that 
they may become ait expiatory sacrafiee for the 
living and the dead, a clean oblation, well 
pleasing to God aud beneficial to mankind. 
That same hell is associated with all that is 
solemn at m an's entrance iuwt t.us world, ami 
at his departure from i t : it rings out mcrrilv our 
deliverance from sin, and tolls mournfully over 
our soulless tody, when, amid tears aud sighs, 
it is borne to the tomb. Iait its now enter ihe 
house of the¡Lord, and, following the counsel of 
the wise mau, ’’Son, when thou contest to the 
service of God stand in justice and iu fear, and 
prepare thy soul .or temptation.” Let us dip 
our finger in the holy water bv the door aud 
say with the Royal Prophet, "Wash me yet more 
from my iniquities and cleanse me from my 
sin; thou shad sprinkle me with hyssop aud I 
shall be cleansed: thou shalt wash me aud I 
shall be made whiter than snow.” How sug­ 
gestive is that holy water at the church's door 1 
With it we bless ourselves m s soon as we rise 
and as often as we retire; w ith it we sprinkle 
our houses agaiust the Infesting malice of 
the evil 
spirit, 
“ who 
goeth 
about 
like 
a 
roaring 
lion, seeking 
whom 
he 
may 
devour." 
With it we sign ourselves in the hour 
of temptation; with it we sprinkle the people in 
our churches, the agonizing ou the couch of 
death, and the bier aud grave oi the dcpaited. 
Emblem of purity of heart, its illustrative power 
reminds us how, like that water, our souls 
should be poured out before the Lord, in the 
spirit of purifying penance and praver. 
But there is another font filled with sacred 
water, aud the faithful call it by its ancient 
name, the "Baptismal Font.” 01 that water it 
is written: "Excep.t a matt be born again of 
water and of the spirit, he cannot enter into the 
Kingdom oi Heaven.” 
“ Happy.” exclaims 
Tertuilian, “happy the sncrametit oi water, 
whereby, being cleansed irom the sins of our 
former blindness, we are made free unto eternal 
life.” “In that water.” says St. Ambrose, "the 
iiesh is dipped, that every carnal sin mav be 
washed away; every crime is buried tlie're.” 
‘ Though we have all the wickedness to be 
found m men.” says St. John Chrysostom, “he 
comes forth from beiug plunged into that poo] 
of waters trom the aiviite stream, purer than 
the sun’s rats. It is the sepulchre of the old 
m an and the resurrection ot the new; it is the 
saLCtification, the justice, the full of redemp­ 
tion, the inheritance, the Kingdom of Heaven, 
the bestowal of the spirit.” O, who among us, 
on looking at that font, does not instinctively 
recur to the day on which we, too, were cleansed 
in that healing pond, stirred by the hand ot an 
angel—the m ini'ter ot God who, on seeing 
that font, has not a sigh aud a tear for the davs 
of 
his 
innocence, 
when 
he 
came 
oiit 
of that laver a new and regenerated m»a. 
Theu, there are the stations—the via cittsis— 
suspended from the walls 
They are the poor 
illiterate man’s Bible; the record of events, 
whose mysterious depths no created intellect 
can fathom, and which art reproduces as types 
aud emblems of the reality that lies far and out 
oi the reach »f sense. Still, they have their 
share iu the lifting up of our hearts aud minds 
to God. They are the stimulus of our sluggi.-h 
hearts, and move our dormant consciousness to 
heavenly contemplation 
They cry out, in their 
own mute language, "Sarsum corda”—raise 
your hearts to God. 
Next we meet the confessional; the stumbling- 
block of the impious, and the plank of ship­ 
wrecked hope to the penitent. 
Is there nought 
inspiring) in that confessional against the wall? 
Does it not tell of lolty spirits, proud, stubborn 
intellects, who. 
afier traveling the world 
around for peace of mind, which they could 
not find, have at las fallen prostrate there, and 
bowed their haughty heads 
and haughtier 
souls in humble submission, saying : “Father, 
forgive me, for I have sinned ” 
Oh; how many moral wounds have been 
healed in that sacred bath : How many moral 
ulcers, festering for years, have been probed in 
that heavenly surgery! How much injustice 
has there received a check ! How many ene­ 
mies have there learned to forgive and forget! 
How 
many 
unfortunate 
wretches 
have 
there been snatched Lorn an untimely end and 
endless rain ! But we must on iu our spirit 
walk 
through 
the 
sacred 
precincts 
of 
the Hou-.e ot G’od. 
There is the pulpit, ada­ 
m antine 
Mount of 
olivet, 
whence 
thev, 
who have been sent, like the disciples of old, 
fulfill the diviue commission: “ Going, teach 
' all nations, teaching them to observe ail things 
whatsoever I have commanded you.” 
How 
sublime is their theme; how eloquent the rim- 
plieity of their style and language; " not in the 
persuasive words oi human w isdom, but iu the 
sliowing of the spirit and power; they speak 
wisdom among the perfect, yet not the wisdom 
of this world nor of the princes oi this world, 
but they speak the wisdom of God.” Nations 
have come and hung on the lips of these simple 
teachers, and the simplest of them has do: e 
mote for His people than Demosthenes ever did 
for Greece or Cicero lor Rome. The most re­ 
nowned of civil orators never pleaded, hut the 
interests 
of 
time; 
the 
obscurest 
priest, 
in 
the 
obscurest 
village, 
pleads 
the 
cause of iniuioital souls, 
•-iid.oii with what 
authority. “Thus saith the Lord” is the open­ 
ing ot his every discourse. “Thus saith the 
Lord” the closing words of the same, am bas­ 
sador from Heavt-u to man; the word ol his 
Kiug is the burden oi his theme, and as such it 
is received by his hearers. Uther orators speak 
to the peome; the Christian orator to sovereign 
and people. Around his pulpit the ignorant 
and the learned, the poor and the rich, subjects 
and rulers, hold the same place. They nave 
the same right to hear and the same duty to 
obey. 
Others may preach themselves. 
The 
Christian orator glories in preaching Christ cru­ 
cified. With the Royal l'rophet "Let us now go 
to the aiiar of God; to God,who giveth joy to our 
youth.” Before you is the commumoit table, 
emphatically the table of the Lord, which L • 
hath prepared agaiust all those who afflict us. 
None are excluded from this table, except 
tin>so who exclude themselves. 
But He loves to see the little ones, and to the 
unwise He saith, “Come eat my bread and 
drink the wine which 1 have mingled tor you; 
this is the bread of life.w hich w hosoever eateth 
worthily shall not taste death forever." Tnia is 
the wine which maketh viigitis. “That clean 
linen cloth,” says St. Isidore of Pelusium,which 
is spread under the ministry of the divine gifts, 
is the service rendered by Joseph of Arimathea, 
for as he, having wrapped the body of the Lord 
in a clean lineu cloth, sent it to the sepulcher, 
through which our w hole race lias gathered, as 
fruit, the 
resurrection, so 
we, 
hallowing 
upon 
a cloth 
the 
bread of propitiation, 
find, 
without 
any 
doubt. 
Christ's 
body, 
which 
is 
a well-spring unto us of tiiat 
incorruf tiou which Jesus, the Saviour, has be­ 
stowed upon us. Above our head is ihe sleep­ 
less sentinel oi the altar; the small silver lamp 
with its bright wavy frame; emblem of the 
chariiv of Him in whose honor it bums day 
and night before the tabernacle. How often is 
that small sweet light, together with the angels, 
the only companion ot Jesus' solitude. 
How 
strongly it rebukes our slolli, and our neg i- 
genee in attending on our loving Lord. 
How 
warmly it condemns the icy coldness of our 
hearts, aud how loudly it demands oi us to live 
ouly for God. And, then, those tapers, which 
burn on our altars; how eloquently they preach 
the Christian's faith, enlivened by the love of 
God, whose works should so shine belore men, 
that seeing 
them, they 
may 
give 
glory 
to our 
Father, who is 
In 'heaven. 
The 
incense, which wreathes upward from the 
censer is the emblem ol our prayers, that rise 
on the wings of iailh and love up to the very 
throne of God. 
But the crowning glorv of our churches are 
their tabernacles and 
their altars. 
Thete, 
rather than ai y other object*, make them trulv 
“the house o I God and the gate of Heaven.” 
They are the mysterious ladder, whose base 
rests oil the earth and whose top reaches up to 
Heaven, on which ascend aud descend not only 
the angels of God but the God of the ar.gels. 
Beneath them sleep the sainted relics of the 
martyrs, our fathers and models of the faith. 
Y es. the altar is our bloodless calvary, on which 
day alter day the same victim who offered him­ 
self a sacrifice of propiriaiton tor the sins of the 
world is slain anew iu a mysterious manner, by 
the word of the priest, changing the bread 
into 
the 
very 
hody 
and 
the 
wine 
into the very blood of Christ, our redeemer. 
Ours is truly the tabernacle of God with men : 
ouis is the trae altare del. 
Thither turn the 
minds and hearts of priests and people. < u 
them are centered the eye of faith, and the 
heart of love. Without them, our churches 
were scarcely more than common dwellings, 
set apart for [.articular 
purposes, but vet 
scarcely more than p'acea of reunion. Our 
altars make our churches unique. It was this 
that made 8t l’aul write to the Hebrews ; "We 
have an altar, whereof they have no power to 
eat. who serve the teberuacle.” I»is our altars 
that make our churches, 
even materiallv 
Catholie, tor on them is offered that universal 
sacrifice of which Malaehy prophesied: “ From 
the rising of the sun. even to the going down, 
my name is great among the Gentiles, and in 
every place there is sacrifice, and there is 
offer* d to my name a clean oblation.” 
These altars contain the true food of our 
souls: the food that gives salvation and life: 
the food that both commends and restores men 
to the most high God : the food which refreshes 
the languid, lifts up the fallen, brings back ihe 
wandering, and bestows on the «lying the signal 
iavor of immortality. This is the seal of our 
union with Christ and the pledge of eternal life. 
Thus fir I have said nothing of the cross th at 
surmounts our churches and our tabernacles. 
Its language is understood by ail. The staff of 


our strength, it is likew ise the memoria! of our 
weakness. The emblem of our hope, it is, a; 
the same time, the instrument of our humili­ 
ation. For, ” unless a man deny himself, and 
takes up his cross, he cannot be my disciple. 
From what we have seen it is evideut that 
our churches are truly the house ofGod and the 
gate of Heaveu. Our churches are our earililv 
paradise. It is here that the infant o fad av is 
regenerated and reinstated in its right to'the 
celestial inheritance. It is here th at'th e inex­ 
perienced Christian soldier is titted’forthe arena 
o fii'c's utceasing strife. It is here tin t the 
wanderer on the broad road to rain is brough- 
back to the narrow path, it is here th.it, by­ 
prayer and the worthy reeepti n ot the sacra­ 
ments, the Kingdom of God is established in 
the souls of men. Heme, it is that, accord­ 
ing to the teaching of our h< lv Fathers, 
the 
dedication 
of our 
material 
tempUs 
is 
a 
type of 
the 
sublimer 
dedication 
of ourselves to God. For. according to llolv 
Writ, our bodies are the temples ot the Holy 
Ghost. Wherefore St. Bernard concludes; “ lti 
us, therefore, must he spiritually ,'ulfi led what­ 
ever took place visibly in the walls ot this tem­ 
ple. As these w alls were, bv the ministry of 
the Bishop, sprin kled with hofv water, so should 
we be spriukled w ith the hyssop of penance, 
that, by au humble confession, we may be 
washed and cleansed from our sins.” 
“ As the walls of this material temple are con­ 
strue ed of polished stone and brick, even so.” 
says St. Augustine. " are the worshipers united 
together by 
faith, aud bound together V>v 
charity.” Let the sanctity of our own bodies 
be modeled on the sanctifying of the house of 
God. Le: uo one enter this sacred place defiled 
by sin, unless it be, like the publican, hurnbty 
to confess aud beg pardon for his delinquencies. 
Let respect and reverence characterize vour 
bodily presence, as well as the piety and devo­ 
tion of your interior spirit in this sacred edifice. 
Kemember the words of Jacob: “This is a terri­ 
ble place, and no other but the House of God 
and the gate oi Heaven.” Terrible, on account 
of the sanctity ol the place : terrible, on account 
ol the holy angeis that will henceforth dwell 
therein; terrible, above all, on account of the 
thrice Holy God, who will ever fill it with his 
majesty a'ud glory. Leave all wordiy though:s 
without when you shall come to worship in 
this temple. Let thoughts of Heaven aud heav­ 
enly things alone accompany you hither; for 
this is no other but the House of God and ihe 
gate of Heaveu. Here, in preierence to all other 
places, 
does 
God 
love 
to 
maniiest 
his 
mercy 
and 
h:s 
bounty 
to 
m a u ; 
here 
his 
eyes 
are 
always' 
open, 
and 
ins 
ears attentive to the prayers of the faithful: 
here, according to his own promise. “ He will 
be in the midst of the two or three that are 
gathered together in His name:" here will God 
pour out the superabundance of His graces: her* 
is the mercy-seat lor penitent sinners ami the 
oracle for those who w ish to know ami follow 
the will of God: herethe most inveterate leprosy 
of the sou! will not ouly l>e judged, hut healed 
by the priests: here the true emissary goat, 
Jesus Uhri-t. will he daily immolated "for the 
spiritual and eternal welfare ot mankind. 
Well, then, may you, like the Jews of old, bless 
your Bishop and pastor and go back to your 
dwellings rejoicing and glad in heart tor all the 
good things the Lord has done for Israel. His 
people. For He has built you a house which 
you, your children and your children’s chil­ 
dren will ever find to be “ the House ofSGod 
and the Gale of Heaven.” Deo gratias.

made her so, and Russia runv ho’d her to 
her accountability. 
Many great wars have 
been waged ere now with infinitely less ex­ 
cuse. 
Lord Salisbury urges Parliam ent to 
trust to the .'T w action of time and to the 
exertions of the missionaries ; but suppose 
that Russia declines to wait for a tim e or 
even for the missionaries; if she is ready to 
strike she will no so. If she does not 
strike it will be merely because she is not 
ready. 
TH E DELAGOA F ’.Y RAILWAY. 
Then there is this new trouble about the 
Delagoa Bay Railway, concerning which 
dispatches from Lisbon warn us that seri­ 
ous diplomatic olfficnlli.s are ii!;- y to 
arise. The dispatch of an English gunboat 
to Delagoa bay ia not likely to > ii the 
wheels of t he diplomatic machine. The 
Portuguese Covert ment has broken faith 
with ihe company in which so m uch Eng­ 
lish and some American capital is sunk, 
and the widow of Colonel AIcMurdo. an 
American gentlemen who obtained the 
original concessions for the railway, has 
good cause fur complaint. 


WHAT WILL UNCLE SAM DO? 
There is much curiosity felt as to the 
course which will be taken by the U nited 
States Government. B> cause i>ae ot its cit­ 
izens sold a certain concession it does not 
follow that it should interfere for the pro- 
teclio r of the purchasers. The report that 
an American gunboat was to be sent to join 
the British vessel at Delagoa bay was at 
least prem ature, hut almost any develop­ 
m ents may arise out of the tangle into 
w hich we have all got over this business.

It was made painfully and humiliatingly 
(B .'ident in San Francisco last week that 
there is imperative need for reformation of 
our naturalization laws. An Italian was 
made an American citizen in due form in a 
State Court, though he could not speak a 
word of English, or give an answer, except 
through an interpreter, to a solitary ques­ 
tion propounded by the Court. Literally 
this was naturalization by proxy, since the 
whole proceeding was made dependent 
upon the good faith of the interpreter. It 
is said that the Court was compelled to 
issue the papers to the applicant because 
the formal proofs of residence and declara­ 
tion were made. 
\\ e do not so understand 
the law. The Court must be convinced 
that the applicant lias a reasonable com­ 
prehension of our system, understands the 
Constitution of the United States and the 
State of California, and is attached to the 
principles of our form of government. 
The scholarly man may have this under­ 
standing and feel this attachment, though 
not having read the Constitution in the 
English language. 
But it is scarcely 
probable that the Italian peasant has any 
such comprehension, or that he has made 
our system any sort of study. But everv 
instance such as that cited serves to in­ 
tensify the sentiment that is rapidly gain­ 
ing strength among the people, that the 
naturalization laws need radical amend­ 
ment; that present ease of naturalization 
should for the future be supplanted by diffi­ 
culty based on more rigorous examination 
of applicants, longer residence, greater in­ 
tellectuality, and proof positive of the fit­ 
ness of the party to receive the protection 
this Government assures to its citizens and 
the enjoyment of the privileges that citi- 
cenship guarantees. 


T h e San Francisco Call has struck the 
key-note this time.

If that were all, there would be hut lit­ 
tle coucern about it. 
But like foul seed 
sown, it is of rapid growth and very diffi­ 
cult to eradicate. 
The sensational press 
‘•business” is to-day more damaging to the 
communities of the country than all other 
vicious 
influences. 
We live in the 
lio|ie of such a revulsion of feeling on the 
part of the people presently, that the man 
who searches out and dishes up, puts into 
hands of the youth of the country and 
thrusts into the households of the land, 
obscenely written, scandalous and filthy 
matter, will lie treated precisely as is the 
ntan who ventures in the presence of one’s 
wife or daughter to speak in like manner. 
It is a strange and unexplainable matter 
that people will jienuit John, William 
or Tom to address his household treas­ 
ures in print, in a manner, which, if orally 
delivered in their presence, would justify 
pistol practice, in the eyes of society, if 
not in the estimation of the law. 


I t will not do to form any hasty judg­ 
ment about the Delagoa Bay affair, nor in­ 
deed any, positively, until there is more 
definite information to be had as to just 
what the difficulty between the local Por­ 
tuguese Government and the Anglo-Amer­ 
ican railway syndicate is. All we now 
know is that American and English capi­ 
tal was invested to construct a railway 
from Delagoa Bay in the Portuguese pos­ 
sessions on the southeast coast of Africa 
toward and into the South African Repub­ 
lic; that the road was in part constructed 
last year; that the concession under which 
it was built provided for its completion 
within a certain time, aud that the repre­ 
sentative of the Portuguese crown in the 
colony, claiming that the contract has not 
been kept, has declared the concession at 
an end, and has seized, or attempted to 
seize, the property of the company. On 
the other hand, it is claimed that Portu­ 
gal has not fulfilled her obligations im- 
{tosed by the agreement of concession. Un­ 
til the exact issues are clearly understood 
it is impossible to say what steps our Gov­ 
ernment should take, except cautionary 
ones to prevent outrages upon any of the 
rights of American citizens. 
To that end 
the sending of a ship of war to the bay 
will be approved by wisdom. 


T he decision of the Secretary of the 
Navy to give the builders of the Charles­ 
ton an extension of time will be received 
with satisfaction on this coast. 
The peo­ 
ple here know that there has been neither 
intentional delay, nor any lack of energy 
in the construction of the cruiser. The 
Government had nothing to gain by in­ 
sisting upon the penalties for non-comple­ 
tion within the contract period, while 
their enforcement might have greatly dis­ 
couraged the enteqtrise, as y et in its in . 


fancy, of constructing iron ships upon the 
Pacific. 
In fact, it is very desirable the 
Government should encourage the build­ 
ing of war-ships upon this coast. The 
time may not be very far distant when it 
will be to the whole country a matter of 
the highest importance that on these 
shores there will be capacity to turn cruis­ 
ers off the stocks at exceedingly short no­ 
tice, and to stimulate the maintenance of 
plants equal to such tasks is, therefore, the 
part of wisdom. 


A correspondent whose sensitive nature 
is too keenly attuned to mercy, asks us if 
the fact that a woman was hanged in the 
East the other day, is not offensive to the 
sense of humanity, and in fact a shame 
and revolting. Yes. But so too it is re­ 
volting that this same woman coolly and 
with malice aforethought murdered, by 
the slow and painful degrees of poison 
her husband and her two unoffending 
children, and that the terrible crime was 
committed to secure the sum of £400 in­ 
surance money. 
The crime unsexed the 
woman so far as the sentiment of pity was 
concerned, and closed the doors of mercy- 


I f the statement of the Prosecuting At­ 
torney for Chicago is properly reported 
then the authorities have certainly fixed 
upon one of the murderers of Dr. Cronin— 
Coughlin. Judge Longenecker is esteemed 
a very careful and calculating official, and 
not given to exaggeration or unjustifiable 
enthusiasm, and he assures the public that 
the evidences of Coughlin’s guilt are con­ 
clusive, and cannot be beaten down. There 
is reason, therefore, to believe that in this 
vexed case that has so excited the country 
we are approaching the climax. 


T h e “journalists” of Oakland, San Fran­ 
cisco and San Jose are just now engaged 
in the task of bringing the newspaper into 
contempt. 
There is so much of venality, 
nastiness and corruption already among 
the newspapers of a certain class, that the 
reflection of shame in some degree is es­ 
caped by none, and it was not therefore 
needed that further odium should be at­ 
tached by unusual and specially disgusting 
indulgence in the filth of the slums.

then we do not understand the definition 
of murder. 


A T e x a s jury the other day returned a 
verdict in a libel suit in these words: 
“Jawing matches between editors should 
not be considered by the Courts.” 
The 
jury was “away off” upon the law, but 
level-headed as to sense. 


T he coming Independence Day will be 
the last upon which “Old Glory” will be 
floated with thirty-eight stars in the blue 
field of its iirmanent—hereafter forty-two 
will blaze in the vault of national color. 


I t would be an excellent idea for the 
City Trustees to-day to put the toy pistol 
on the proscribed list, and notify dealers 
not to sell them. Such action has been 
taken in several cities of the Union.

says th at in A ugust last convict George 
Boss escaped and was captured on the 5th 
of last m onth, in Seattle. W . T.

the onlv prisoner w ho escaped during the 
vear. 
O ut of an average o f 550 prisoners 
for the year, six deaths only have oc­ 
curred—one was killed w hile trying to es­ 
cape, an o th er died from injuries received 
in ju m p in g from a car, a th ird was killed 
by a falling derrick and three died from 
disease. 
T his show s the death rate to be 
1 tier cent, of the population. 
T he W arden 
adds th a t th e farm la now supplying a large 
am ount of th e vegetables used, and th at in 
a few years they will be enabled to grow 
all the vegetables, etc , required.

AN EVERY-DAY SUBJECT DISCUSSED 
FROM THE PULPIT. 


Rev. D r. FUben Expresses H is Views on 
D angers that are Threatening 
the Nation. 


A t the Central M. E. Church, the pastor. 
Rev. Thom as Filben, last evening preached 
a patriotic serm on entitled, “ Breakers 
Ahead. ’ Mr. Filben said : 111 am neither 
a pessim ist ,nor an alarm ist, as the topic I 
announce m ight seem to im ply. B ut we 
have been set to thinking by our national 
centenary, and they are not few nor igno­ 
ble that see tokens of danger ahead for 
our republic. W e have done little, as a 
people, for the last twenty-five or fifty 
years but to grow big, and by all sorts of 
accretions. W e are being forced to call a 
halt to see w here we are. There has not 
been m uch brains m ixed with our pro­ 
gress, still less conscience and heart; we 
m ust get these factors in. Some great 
national problem s are upon us. The more 
recent years have been barren of these, 
but some are here, if I m istake not. We 
cannot m uch longer push them off. Pro­ 
gress, the unexam pled thing it is among 
us, hao given new im portance to the 
world 8 
old and seemingly irrepres­ 
sible conflict of capital and labor. Never, 
truly, had labor less cause for restlessness 
in any period or in any nation than with 
us now. B ut never had the disparity of 
estates such witness as in the colossal 
fortunes of our times. There is on the one 
side m uch vulgar display and the power of 
possession is abused, and there are griev­ 
ous inequalities of compensation for labor. 
M any of these disproportionate fortunes 
have not m eant toil, m any m eant trickery 
and over-reaching. 
“ I do not hesitate to say that these dis­ 
proportionate fortunes are not consistent 
w ith stable nationality. They are not in 
God’s plan; when he m anaged an earthly 
governm ent in the Jew ish Theocracy he 
had regulations that m ade the am assing of 
them impossible. 
“On the other side there is oppression 
and want, often selt caused, but present, 
and God only knows what the years mav 
breed that is made possible by these condi­ 
tions. Some discontent is already with us, 
and less prosperity obtaining generally for 
even a single season, and the vexing con­ 
flict of wealth and socialism might be upon 
us in measures aggravated to the propor­ 
tion of the evil with us. And in any con­ 
flict labor would have its own wav. No 
force was ever better organized than Amer­ 
ican labor to-day. He is a philosopher 
who will declare and enforce the equities 
in these relations as they have not yet been. 
This is the leading question of our state­ 
craft. We may not see it soon settled, but 
signs fail if we do not see a struggle for its 
settling. 
“Again, we have waked upas a people to 
some of the evils of our unrestricted immi­ 
gration. And. for the time, the poetry of 
our freedom is silent, the so>»g of our asy­ 
lum for world-oppression is lowered to a 
minor key. 
Right immigration, with 
right spirit and purposes, is as welcome as 
ever, but we have not assimilated the mil­ 
lions of the last years. Overriding our 
national spirit, they are assailing to change 
the best institutions of our country. We 
must readjust our national policy as to 
future immigration, and we must be active 
if we get only the least of evil from that 
already here. 
“The most urgent question of our national 
life is the relation of the liquor traffic, as 
such, to our body politic. I do not mean 
the question of temperance in itself, but I 
speak of the liquor question as a problem 
of practical politics. 
I speak of the power that has grown 
great among us by the unholy avails of our 
degraded manhood and out of the price of 
our people's poverty and woe, and in­ 
trenching itself behind this buiwark of 
power and wealth thus gotten, offers or­ 
ganized defiance to civil control of it, and 
to the exercise of the privileges of ordinary 
sovereignty over it. 
The power repre­ 
sented in the saloon, I speak of, the as­ 
sociate and spring of the corrupt in our 
politics, the recruiting ground and 
the necessary 
adjunct 
of the po­ 
litical 
'boss,' 
efficient 
for 
these 
ends 
until 
it 
can 
be said with 
truth 
that 
less 
than 
200,000 of 
our population, and these engaged in the 
lowest of trades rule this nation. This 
power, nevertheless defiant, has made wa­ 
ger of war. The American people in turn 
have branded it as a foe. It is almost 
everywhere among us an outlaw before 
the bar ot public judgment. The struggle 
is on. It is no play conflict. But the issue is 
not uncertain. I think the signs point to 
not an open saloon in the United States in 
the year 1900.” 
The speaker then alluded to the dangers 
of Sabbath breaking and ballot corruption, 
and said in closing ; “While this may seem 
a dark picture, it becomes us to look well 
to it. I have faith in the moral purity and 
the courage of the American people, when 
well alive to these dangers, to correct them 
all. and to give us all the blessings of our 
republican system without its ills.” 
HORSES OR ELECTRICITY. 
The Application of (lie Central Stree 
Kailway Company. 
A petition will be presented to the Board 
of City Trustees this morning asking them 
to change the franchises granted the Cen­ 
tral Street Kailway Company so as to allow 
that company to run their cars with horses 
mules, cables or electricity, instead of being 
limited to electricity. The Board has al* 
ready made this concession for a term o* 
eighteen months, but the company is de* 
sirous of building at once up J street to 
Twenty-eighth, on Twenth-eighth to M 
and on Nineteenth from J to G, and natur­ 
ally want to know, before going to heavy 
expense for horses and cars, whether they* 
will be allowed lo run horse-cars. They 
have expended a large amount of money 
in an honest endeavor to run an electric 
road, and have become satisfied that it is 
a failure up to the present time. They 
claim that if improvements are made here­ 
after that will enable them to use elec­ 
tricity they will be the first to adopt it. 
For the presect, however, it is out oí the 
question. 
The petition which will be presented this 
morning is signed by a large number of 
prominent business men on J street, in­ 
cluding almost all of those who subscribed 
toward the building of the road. Under 
the circumstances it is difficult to see how 
anyone can raise any objection to the 
proposition, and the petition will no doubt 
be granted without opposition. It is under­ 
stood that the company proposes to abandon 
to day all of the streets over which they 
are not going to baild.

SACRAMENTO GETS THE WORST DEAL 
OF THE SEASON. 


W ith a I-ead of Ten. tlie H om e Club is 
K nocked Silly by San Francisco in 
the Last Bound. 


“Did they hit Zeigier ?” 
"W ell, yes, slightly, in the ninth inning 
—that is, they sim ply pushed out ten hits 
and scored as m any runs.” 
“W ho did ?” 
“ W hy the San Franciscos, of course. 
T hey're the only ones that do that sort of 
thing.” 
“A nd w hat was the m atter with Zeig­ 
ier?” 
“W hy, nothing; he merely couldn’t get 
the ball out of the way of the bat.” 
“A nd so the San Franciscos won, did 
they ?" 
"They did, and in just as fair a game as 
could possibly be played. It looks hard 
for a nine to be beaten out of a game, after 
haviDg a lead of ten runs at the opening of 
the last inning.” 
‘B ut the Sacramentos were just so un­ 
fortunate, and can rightly lay every bit of 
the blam e on their pitcher, Mr. Zeigier. 
He pitched a rem arkaole game up to the 
ninth inning, but then—well, it’s all over 
now. H is delivery (?) was wretched, in­ 
deed. Degree by degree, the strength in 
his arm seemed to give out, until at last it 
appeared as lim ber as a rag, and “teasers” 
came over the plate, only to be stopped by 
the bat and sent rolliDg into the out-field, 
every tim e out of the reach of a right, cen­ 
ter or left fielder. This is how the San 
Franciscos won the game, and they are 
surely entitled to it. 
W hen the game had been played, except­ 
ing the San Francisco’s half of the ninth 
inning, the score-board, in plain figures, 
bore the score: “Sacram entos 13, San F ran­ 
ciscos 3.” People left the grounds in order 
to get a good seat in the cars, and it is safe 
to say that there was not a thought in tne 
m ind of anyone that the hom e nine had 
not given the leaders a good rub, w ith the 
exception, perhaps, of the San Francisco’s 
Captain. 
"Brace up, boys1” cried Towers, “it only 
takes ten to tie tne score! W e’ve got a good 
chance to win this game yet. Now, Jack, 
show w hat you can do.” 
Accordingly 
Donohue m ade a clean hit, ami the ball 
was started rolling. H anley smashed out a 
two-bagger, Levy m ade two bases on Baltz’s 
muff of a fly, Perrier hit safely. Powers 
m ade a sacrifice, and Sweet added to the 
am usem ent by rapping out a two bagger. 
Shea w ent him one better, and got three 
bases on a long drive. 
Donohue came 
around again and got a double, H anley a 
base on balls, and so on until Ziegler gave 
out entirely, and Newbert went in to pitch. 
W hen this change took place tbe score 
stood 13 to 12 in favor of Sacramento. 
There were two outs and Levy was on sec­ 
ond base. Stockwell came to the bat and 
drove one of Newbert’s “twisters” for a hit. 
Baltz fielded the ball and threw to O’Day 
to prevent Stockwell’s going to second on 
the hit. O’Day touched Stockwell out, but 
Levy had already crossed the plate and the 
um pire decided that Levy’s run counted, 
and thus the score was tied. The crowd 
yelled w ith excitem ent and the players 
crowded around Van Court, the Sacram en­ 
tos claim ing that Stockwell was put out 
before Levy crossed the home-plate. 
McSorley for a tim e refused to play, but 
upon the advice of friends he resumed, and 
the tenth inning commenced. The home 
club could not m ake a run, and of course 
Newbert was an easy m ark for the San 
Franciscos, and they'soon had their iong- 
wished-for run, which gave them a hard- 
earned victory. 
Up to the ninth inning it was one of the 
dreariest games ever played here, but the 
result of the contest was perhaps one of 
the greatest surprises to a baseball audience 
that has ever taken place in the California 
League. Only four hits bad been m ade oil 
Zeigier up to the ninth inning, and then to 
think that he should so fall to pieces as to 
allow ten hits in one in n in g ! It seems al­ 
m ost impossible, but it was nevertheless a 
fact, and tbe game will undoubtedly be a 
long-remembered one by Sacram entans, as 
well as by the visitors. No other club in 
the League beside the San Franciscos could 
have done such a thing, and if they don’t 
deserve credit for their staying qualities it 
would be hard to find a club that does. 
The Sacram ento club had Barry quite at 
their mercy, ham m ering out thirteen hits. 
H e was exceedingly wild during the m id­ 
dle of the contest, and gave batter after 
batter his base on balls, and under any but 
extraordinary circumstances his nine would 
have suffered a shocking defeat. H e was 
presented with a m am m oth bouquet at the 
beginning of the game, and the whiff he 
took of it m ay have had som ething to do 
with his box-work. 
D uring the progress of the game several 
of the San Francisco players had stationed 
them selves in front of the special stand and 
directly in a line with the home-plate and 
the pitcher's box, presumably for the pur­ 
pose of getting in the shaded Zeigier and 
McSorley objected to this, and the um pire 
ordered the m en to their bench. They 
went, and along with them their manager, 
Finn. Powers (hen wanted the um pire to 
put the policemen out of the lines. H is 
request was not complied with, and a 
" kick ” was m ade, but to no effect, for the 
officers held their ground. 
In the ninth inning, after Zeigier had 
been hit so hard and Newbert went in to 
take his place, Powers again objected, on 
the grounds that a pitcher could not be 
changed in the m iddle of an inning. Van 
Court held differently, and Powers filed a 
protest with the score r. 
O'Day, in catching a ball in the eighth 
inning, dislocated one of the fingers of his 
left hand, and split the little finger of his 
right. H e retired, and Roberts took his 
p'ace at second. Baltz was taken from the 
bench and played in left field. H e m ade a 
“rem arkable” attem pt lo catch a fly ball, 
and signally failed. 
One of the San Franciscos exploded a 
large bom b towards the latter part of the 
gam e, and m any hold that this was what 
turned the table, and “jonahed” the Sacra­ 
mentos. 
Perrier. Levy, Goodenough and Roberts 
all played an excellent fielding gam e, each 
capturing several fly balls. 
Van Court did his best to satisfy all par­ 
ties in the nm piriug line, b uthe was hissed 
on several occasions. 
A laughable incident, but. nevertheless, a 
sm art trick on the part of Roxburg, took 
place 111 tbe sixth inning. Roxburg was 
on third base, when O'Day hit a grounder 
to H anley. Roxburg made a dash for tbe 
home-plate, but the ball got there ahead of 
him , and Swctt was waiting for the runner 
to come up so that he could touch him . 
Roxburg stopped w ith’n about a foot of 
Swett, and both stood looking al each other 
for a few m oments. The San Francisco 
catcher probably thought there was 110 use 
in touching the runner, and Roxburg 
evidently thought he m ight as well give 
up, but one ray of hope came to him , and 
be darted back to third base. Swett threw 
to stop him , and tbe “foxy” Sacram ento 
catcher then turned around and reached 
the plate in safety, scoring a run. H e sur­ 
prised him self as well as the audience.

Some tim e ago a white man 
committed an outrageous assault upon a 
negro girl in Pickens countv, and was 
lynched by a colored mob. 
Lynching is 
invariably the punishm ent of such crimes 
in South Carolina. Some of the negroes 
were tried and convicted. 
Dawson es­ 
poused their cause in the jVews Courier, and 
the convicted men were pardoned. In 
commenting, however, on their cases Daw­ 
son made an unfortunate allusion to the 
chastity of the negro women as compared 
w ith whites. This is said to still rankle in 
the breasts of the colored people, and the 
feeling was intensified by ttie stand taken 
by Duwson at anottier time when a white 
m an killednnegro. A nother reason w asthat 
Dawson 
was a prom inent 
Democratic 
leader. It is averred that upon retiring the 
jury immediately balloted, all voting for 
acquittal. It is said they afterward re­ 
mained out two hours discussing the case. 
This, only a rum or, however, may be re­ 
garded by some as the onlv redeeming 
feature in the transaction. There is great 
indignation among the friends of Dawson 
and many others.

They desire to reopen trade 
and want the Indians back again. 
The natives, however, refuse to have any 
dealings with them . Stringent efforts have 
accordingly been made by the Germans, 
who have been backed up by Knglish rep­ 
resentatives, to come to some arrangem ent 
with the people of Panzani, but they elect­ 
ed to fight, and refused to associate with 
the invaders in any way.
